Grade “Thirteen ’ Progress 


Two years ago a ''grade 13 experiment" was initiated. Rather extensive privileges 
were granted to grade 13 students in the matter of attendance at classes and freedom of 
movement about the school. The goal was to provide a year which would be intermediate 
between traditional secondary school and university patterns. During the current year, 
the ''experiment'’ has been extended by offering all grade 13 students the status ofa 
"yrefect’'. A prefects' room has been provided where additional privileges are per- 
missible. Not long ago it would have been inconceivable to think of a secondary school 
student spending his mid morning "'spare’' sipping coffee, guzzling coke, playing euchre 
or ping-pong or just ''yakking" to his pals with a background of popular music. People 
as old as this writer even remember ''away back when" such activities were not ex- 
pected even of teachers!!! 

Examinations - what are they? The 1967-68 school year has witnessed a radical 
change in the emphasis on and value assigned to examinations, All across Ontario steps 
have been taken to evaluate pupils' school work by other means than the final examina- 
tion. In three short years we have witnessed a complete change at the grade 13 level. 
Whereas in 1965 one passed or failed on the June departmental examinations which were 
both set and marked externally; in 1968 one may pass all grade 13 subjects without 
writing any exams or may elect to write exams which will be both set and marked by 
the teacher who has taught the subject. 

Since wide latitude has been given to schools in deciding how marks shall be 
determined, there is considerable variation across the province. Before General 
Amherst policy was decided, the matter was studied for several months by the teacher 
who sought grade thirteen opinion in class and during a half-day symposium. For 1967- 
68 in all grades at General Amherst, class work will count for 40% and the two terms 
and exams for 60%. Likewise second term marks carry more weight than first term 
marks. To be recommended without writing final exams one must have averaged over 
65% in grade 13, over 69% in grades 11 and 12, and over 74% in grades 9 and 10.

The honour of the valedictory is a very great one, but the task is equally great if not 
greater. To speak for one's fellows is never easy - however there are certain basic 
challenges and commitments which we hold in common. 

This graduating class has grown up in one of the most favourable climates the world 
has seen. We have never personally experienced a depression - or a war - or hunger. 
Some of us may never have seen poverty, let alone been impoverished. The wealth 
created by our parents is so great that the inheritance of it has created the so-called 

generation gap . Yet the future is not all air and brightness, along with the wealth 
created by technological advance came a problem - the cybernetic revolution. The link- 
age of computers and machines can either give us material heaven, or dissolve society 
by destroying the social structure. The last social and economic disaster, the industrial 
revolution, has not been successfully dealt with to this day. Neither socialism or capital- 
ism has created equality or eliminated poverty in our society. We still have uneducated 
people, professional collectors of welfare, and the downtrodden poor. Our generation 
must finish this job and avoid a tragic repetition within our lifetime. Holding the line 
isn't good enough. ..we must go ahead and quickly. This is our task. 

Secondly, this class will be one of the first which will think, as a whole, in terms of 
a world community. Famine in India and war in Vietnam and Eastern Europe are much 
closer through television. It is very easy to be abstract when we hear or read of disaster. 
It is very hard to ignore someone dying in your living room on T.V. As a result we are 
more concerned about the world as a whole than our predecessors. But being concerned 
never solved anything, we must be prepared to sacrifice - no, not sacrifice, to invest 
some of our great wealth in the world. If we tell the world to "eat cake" as Marie 
Antoinette told the French peasants, we shall deserve the consequences. 

The third challenge facing this generation is radicalism. While all young generations 
appear radical to the preceding one, this year has seen the power of radicalism at the 
Sorbonne and at Columbia. To the young, radicalism is in danger of ceasing to exist as 
a philosophy, and becoming a fashion. In other words people are forgetting to remember 
that radicalism is neither good nor bad in itself....it is the consequences that count. I 
believe that this class is wise and skeptical enough to examine the consequences of its 
acts and will not fall prey to irrational, but fashionable acts. Neither will we flinch 
from proposing a radical solution when after due thought we think that one is needed. We 
ask only that those who now hold power do not immediately judge a new and startling idea 
as bad. God loves radicals too. 

Even though the problems facing us are of the most enormous magnitude, I feel that 
we can meet and resolve them. All the tools are at our fingertips. The foremost of 
these is our education. We have been taught to think - let us do so wherever it may lead 
us. Let us remain interested not only in our own problems, but in those of others. This 
must be done if only for selfish reasons. The problems of others when left to fester will 
soon become our own. 

I am confident that this class will never consider its education complete. We know 
that the man who ceases to learn shrivels upinsideanddies. In a rapidly moving world 
we cannot afford mental stagnation. 

First, we are committed to other people and other peoples. Secondly, we are com- 
mitted to ourselves in the sense that it is very hard for us to compromise. As others, I 
am happy to see people taking a courageous stand. Whether good or bad it is us all the 
same. 

In conclusion I would wish to clarify a few of my remarks. I didn't wish to infer that 
we have a monopoly on good or that we know it all. We are human beings capable of evil 
as anyone else, and we can be just as stupid. I hope that nothing I have said was taken 
in this context. 

Finally I would ask you to think on this. Some do not agree with the ideas, the 
ideals, or the moves of this generation. They say that it has gone to the dogs and that 
corruption and rot have set into society. I will not attempt to refute this, I only say that 
in twenty years all of us will know if there is truth in this statement....... for in twenty 
years we shall rule the world.
